_ . CONFESSIONS TO DETECTIVES. 

* That an acoused. person confessed his 
crime to the policemen who” arrested him 
by no moans insures his conviction : and 
punishment. The District Attorney may 
have a good deal to do notwithstanding. 
To the common sense, untechnical citizen, 
an explicit confession is about the most 
convincing proof. Not.so does it appear to 
blindfolded Justitia: what with her desire. 
to restrain inconsiderate zeal of police-. 
men in enticing prisoners to confess, 
the ingenuity of lawyers in propounding 
objections, and. the unquestionable fact 
that plausible confessions have, in some 
oases, been shown to be untrue, she hardly 
knows how far to trust the self-accusation 
of a culprit. She has a well-established 
rule not to punish an offender upon his con- 
fession alone. When this is said, it is to be 
understood that a confession and a plea of 
guilty are -distinct things. If a,.person 
brought up for trial pleads , guilty, 
no trial’ is needed; no question of evi- 
dence is made; he is sentenced in view 
of his plea, But if he pleads not guilty, 
and an attempt is made to convict him 
by proving that, in days past, he confessed 
his guilt, corroborative evidence is re- 
quired. There was once a man brought up 
on a charge of blasphemy, and the only wit- 
ness the District Attorney had was one to 
whom the acensed had confessed that he 
used the language charged ; there was no 
witness who heard the words when they were 
uttered. There was «a man, arraigned 
for burning a building, and the 
State only proved that the building burned 
down one night, and that-the accused said 
that he set fire to it, The courts said 
these fellows could not be convicted; there 
must be proof to corroborate a confession. 
Some jurists have gone so far as to com- 
ment upon confessions as being very weak 
evidence. Others estimate them. more 
favorably; but all agree that they 
must be closely tested, and require 
corroboration. It is probable that this 
disposition to i suspect them has» been 
heightened and carried beyond just limits - 
by the remarkable circumstances of the 
Boorn case, in Vermont...The Brothers. 
Boor were burdened with the support of 
an imbecile brother-in-law named CoLvin, 
whom they treated with considerable harsh- 
ness, and who, one day, mysteriously dissp- 
peared, There was some suspicion, but 
no formal accusation of the Boorns until 
their uncle “dreamed” - the murder: in its 
various details. Thena search was made, 
and CoLvmn’s pocket-knife and fragments 
of his clothing were found, together with 
what the eredulous neighbors were pleased 
to believe were Couvin’s bones, but which 
were afterward shown to have been those 
of some animal. :, At any rate they were not 
Couvin’s, unless he had duplicates, for his 
complete skeleton was all the while roam-

AN OLD-SCHOOL POLITIOIAN. 


> Forty years have wrought such a change 


in the political methods of our country that 
it is worth while to study some of the char- 
acters now passing from the stage of public 
life. ._Innumerable changesin the material 
life of the people have had their effect 
upon habits, manners, thoughts, and rela- 
tions. The annihilation of distance,.more 
than anything else, has brouglit to pass the 
great revolution which must be seen in the 
political methods of the people by those who 
compare a politician of the old ‘school 
with one of the present day. Forty or 
fifty’ years ago the candidste for 
honors from the hands of the people must. 
needs use a very different quality of argu- 
ment from that which is now effective with 
the people.; He was of 9 different class of 
mind from the public men of these later 
times. The people were different, and 
the circumstances under which the suit- 
or for office sought out the voters were 
totally unlike those by which the candidate 
nowadays is surrounded. Railroads, fast 
mails, telegraphs, and newspapers have 
made electioneering, as it was understood 
fifty years since, an obsolete and uséless art.

FIREWORKS ON THR FOURTH. ~’ 


According to the ancient: and. honorable 
Revised Statutes of this State, no person shall 
discharge any gun, pistol, rocket, squib, orack- 
er, or other fire-work within a quarter of amile 
of any building on the Fourth day of July, with. | 
out the order of a Militia officer, in the course 
of military exercises. This enactment is 
handed down in successive law books, without 
anything to show that any person ever pays 
the least attention to it. To all appearance, it 
has survived the shock of Codes,.has neither 
been undermined by Revising Oommiasioners, 
nor lain. upon and smothered by the decisions 
of the courts, If it has died at the hands of the 
Legislature, the undertakers of new editions 
have forgotten to bury it. Probably, it is an 
instanee of what is rather -rare in jurispra- 
dence, a statute abrogated by the common law; 
for if there is any rule of law deducible from 
settled custom, it would seem to be that every- 
body shall discharge all sorts of fire-works on 
the Fourth of July in front of any building, or- 
ders of officers to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing.. However, if there is not much to show 
that fire-works are efficiently prohibited, there 
is a good deal said as to the responsibility of 
those who use them. 


As to guns and pistols, the citizen has a con-- 


stitutional right to keep and use thet, but 
must exercise due care to avoid doing mischief. 
Sic utere tuo ut alienum non ladas—use your 
gun so.as not to hurt another man—is a time 
honored maxim, extending to other days than 
the Fourth and to other things than guns. In 
July, 1866, the pleasure yacht Rambler, as she 
came to anchor at her rendezvous in the Hud- 
son portion of the harbor, fred the customary 
salute of one gun to the other vessels of the 
yacht squadron. The wadding struck a Ho- 
boken ferry-boat passing near, and hit a passen- 
ger, knocking him down and breaking his arm, 
rendering it useless for life. He sued the owner 
of the Rambler. The latter escaped judgment 
upon the ground that he: was notin any man- 
ner in fault. He was not on board, did not 
authorize the firing, and had given general or- 
ders that the-yacht’s gun should not be fired 
without directions from him. It was the mas- 
ter of the yacht who directed the salute. The 
court said that under these circumstances the 
owner was not liable. He had done-allin his 
power, It was no necessary partof the busi- 
ness of navigating the ship, for which the mas- 
er was hired, to fire complimentary salutes, and 
if he did so, he acted on his own reponsibility, 
and he, if anybody, was. the proper person to 
pay damages. The Colonel of the Seventh 
Regiment was leds fortunate ina suit brought 
against him. The firing in this case occurred 
in July, 1856, The regiment was in camp 
near Kingston, and in the early morning prac- 
ticed target-firing, using, of course, ball car- 
tridges, and some few of the guns were not dis- 
charged. The Colonel ordered these taken to 
the rear and unloaded, which was supposed to 
have been done—one rifle, however, was over- 
looked. In. the afternoon the men were 
paraded for some exercises involving firing 
with blank cartridges. When the Colonel gave 
the word ‘‘fira!” the regiment was front- 


ing a crowd of spectators, who  sup-, 


posed themselves in perfect safety, as only 
blank cartridges were to be used. But the ball 
from the gun remaining loaded killed s child in 
its mother’s arms, besides breaking the mother’s 
arm. The jury found a verdict of $1,500 
against the Colonel, and the court sustained it. 
He argued that he ordered the firing in the per- 
formance of a public duty as a military officer 
training his men, and was not liable if he meant 
well. But the court said that such use of fire- 
arms requires a very high degree of eare to avoid 
injury, and unless. he could. show that he had 
given all proper orders and taken all useful 
precautions, and that the injury was 
done in violation of his jndicious orders, he 
was chargeable. The case would haye been 
differently decided, doubtless, if the woman 
had been in any respect careless. In Indiana, a 
man lent his gun to four boys, who, when they 
had done with it; loaded it up heavily and 
brought it to the owner. This was done by 
way of a trick, and to have him ‘hurt by the 
kick when he fired the gun next time. He did 
fire it, and was hurt, and then sued the boys. 
Bat they proved that he suspected the trick, 
‘and tested the before he fired, and 
led with six inches of 
charge. The Judges said he had no business to 
_ fire the gun, and must bear the consequences 
himself, as they were partly his own fault. No 
’ doubt, whoever amuses himself with fire-arms 
on Fourth of July or any other day, in crowded 
atreets and public places, is liable for any

The Chevalier Bayarp, while 
protecting the retreat of the French Army during 
Pranots I.'s fatal Italian campaign against CHARLES 
V., was mortally .wounded by a shot, and fell while 
still alive into the hands of the advancing Spaniards. 
The Spanish General, with true chivalric feeling, 
bade his soldiers keep back, that the last moments 
ofthe hero might be undisturbed, and honored his 
corpse with a splendid military funeral, burying his 
sword along with him, ‘‘that no less. worthy hand 
might ever wield it.” Similar honors were paid to 
the gallant Gen. Makcxav, who fell at Altenkirchen, 
the third and crowning defeat inflicted upon the 
French by the Archduke Cuaruzs of Austria in 
1796. The Austrian officers stole softly into the 
room where their enemy, lay dead, to place wreaths 
of laurel om his breast, and the stern old Arehduke, 
having permitted the French prisoners to follow 
their beloved leader to the grave, walked in the pro- 
eession himself with uncovered head, followed by ali 
his staff, It was to this that rohan peated the

Many erroneous impressions prevail about the 
pulse as indicative of health or disease, a commion 
notion being that its beatings are much more regular 
and uniform than they really are. Frequency va- 
ries with age. Inthe new-born infant the beatings 
are from 130 to 140 to the minute; in the second 
year, from 100 to 115; from the seventh to the 
fourteenth year, from 80 to 90 ; from the fourteenth 
to the twenty-first year, from 75 to 85; from the 
twenty-first to the sixtieth year, from 70 to 75. 
After that period the pulse is generally thought to 
dechne, but. medical authorities differ radically on 
this point, having expressed the most contradictory 
opinions. Young persons are often found whose 
pulses are below 60; and there have been many in- 
stances of pulses habitually reaching 100, or not 
exceeding 40, without apparent disease. Sex, espe- 
clally in adults, influences the pulse, which in women 
is from 10 to 14 beats to the minute more rapid 
than in men of the same age. Muscular exertion, 
even position, materially affects the pulse. Its 
average frequency in healthy men of 27 is, 
when standing, 81 ; when sitting, 71; when lying, 
66, per minute; in women of the same age in the 
same positions, 91, 84, and 79. In sleep the pulse 
is in general considerably slower than during wake- 
fulness. In certain diseasea—acute dropsy of the 
brain, for example—there may be 150, even 200, 
beats; in other kinds of disease, such as apoplexy 
and some organic affections of the heart, there may 
be no more than 20 to 30 to the minute. Thus, one 
of thé commonest diagnostic signs is lable to de 
ceive the most experienced practitioners. 


The cod is one of the most fecund of fish, and 
more widely usedfor food than any other fish, ex- 
cept, perliaps, the herring. It is not confined, as 
some persons soem. to think, to the waters of this 
continent, extensive fisheries of the kind being on 
the coasts of Sweden, Norway, Iceland, and the 
north of Scotland, The Netherlanders were engaged 
in them as earlyas the fourteenth centary; the 
English went to the coasts of Iceland about the same 
time for the same purpose, and the French have also 
been similarly employed. The cod is always eaught 
by line; the bultow method, introduced by the 
French, being adopted both on the coast and out at 
sea, The bultow is a line of sometimes 3,000 
fathoms, with hooks fastened on it by snoods 6 feet 
long, about 12 feet apart. Baoys and anchors are 
attached to each ond of the line, which is stretched 
across the tide to prevent entanglement of the hooks. 
The next morning—the line is set at evening—the 
hooks are loaded with large fish—several hundreds 
usually—dead from drowning. More than 6,000 
Earopean vessels, independent of boats along 
shore, are said to be engaged in the fishery, and one 
man has been known to cateh 500 or 600 fish in 10 
or 12 hours.on the Banks of Newfoundland, which 
excel all other regions in produetiveness. It is esti- 
mated that the roe of the female contains from 
4,000,000 to 9,000,000 eggs, and that he who eats 
it eats what, if allowed to arrive at matarity, would 
equal some 200,000,000 pounds of food. There are 
2,500 vessels, tonnage 125,000 tona, and 12,000 to 


- 18,000 men employed in the cod fishery of the United 


States. The fishery has been carried on for nearly 
five centuries without interruption ; and yet there bas 
been no diminution of the supply, which ‘is pro- 


ho | digious, equal to any apparently possible increase of 


demand. Almost the whole civilized globe eats cod 
ws and, nature seems determined to con- 
tribute far more than enough, even should the entire
